New Series Approved For Use In 
Saskatchewan Schools 

“Ah arder-in-council has been pass-— 
ed approving the adoption of a series © 
of French text-books for use in Sas- 
katchewan schools. The series “ in- 
cludes five readers and three language 
instruction text-books which have 
been under consideration by the de-~ 
partment of education and are now 
favorably reported upon. All the text- 
books were submitted to the educa- 
tional council of Saskatchewan for 
discussion and report in accordance.
